Attempt to Record Voices 
and Habits of Vanishing 
Birds on Film 



a joint meeting of tlie 
Quebec Society for the Pro- 
tection of Birds and tlie Sigma 
XI Society held last night in 
Moyse Hall, Dr. Arthur A. 
Allen, Professor of Oniithology 
at Cornell University, showed 
and described slides and reels 
illustrating the results of his re- 
search on the lives and language 
of birds. Professor Wynne- 
Edwards, of the McGill Zoology 
Department, introduced the 
Bleaker and commented on Dr. 
Allen's research activities in this 
and other fields. The latter is a 
leading authority on rough grouse, 
and has conducted research in vari- 
ous fields, the latest being the sub- 
ject of last nighMs talk. 

Although Dr. Allen was very 
much interested in the subject of 
recording the lives and voices of 
vanlshbg birds he did not have 
the money with which to carry out 
these ventures until Mr. Brand, a 
retired Wall Street magnet, came 
to study at Cornell. He concen- 
trated on birds and financed the 
research into these fields. Since 
he was unable to record colour, 
motion; and sound • together, Dr. 
Allen showed the audience, at first, 
coloured slides and after that, films 
illustrating the voices, actions, and 
habits of. these birds, some. of which 
will soon be extinct and which are 
thus recorded on celluloid for pos- 
terity. At first Dr. Allen showed 
the equipment and trucks used. In 
the first reel he also showed a 
mocking' bird standing bn a chim- 
ney and singing in the moonlight. 
The cara-cara, the owl hooting 
among the trees, sand-hill cranes 
flying in formation, the bald eagle 
Bt its huge nest, the wild turkey, 
the colourful bob white and the 
limpkin were also included. 

VARIETY OF BIRDS. 
The pictures which earned the 
ireceived applause and praise were 
those showing the ivory-billed 
woodpecker, and the manner in 
which the male and female alter- 
, nate In keeping watch over and 
Betting on the eggs, White^ herons 
i paraded their beautiful -veil-like 
'; structures before the camera. Thé 
lesser prairie chicken, which is 
rapidly vanishing, was shown in 
slides and in moving pictures as he 
left a record of his existence for 
future study. 

Dr. Allen photographed the bur- 
rowing owl as it hid from the hawk 
sailing overhead. Other examples 
of bird life shown and described 
' VKxe the yellow-h^ded blackbird, 
the black-necked stilt, the grace- 
jtul trumpeter swan, the water 
ouzel, which hunts its prey on the 
stream floor, the rock wren, the 
willet and the young willet, "little 
Willy," on its shaky legs. 

The speaker was thanked by Dr. 
B.' P. Babkin who lauded Dr. 
Allen's understandmg of the bird 
habits.

OESOLVED "That this House has 
no confidence in the Foreign 
Policy of His Majesy's Government 
at Westminster" will be the topic 
of discussion tomorrow night at 8 
p.m, in the McGill Union when 
Osgoode Hall of Toronto opposes 
McGill for the first time in an In 
tercollegiate debate which will take 
the form of a Mock Parliamet. 

Upholding the negative of the 
resolution for McGill wiU be Ted 
Piper, Law student, and Horace 
Baugh,. Theologian of the Anglican 
College. Osgoode Hall, which is the 
Law School at Toronto, will be re 
presented by Paul Dufresne and 
R. A. Bell. 

Having previously participated in 
two debates with Laval University, 
the Toronto Law School is at pre 
sent engaging in a series of debates 
in the interests of spreading good' 
will, and understanding among poS' 
sible future legislators of the un- 
dergraduates of Canadian law 
schools.

BRITISH POLICY 
SEEKS PACIFIC 
END OmiSES 

Britain's Methods Upheld in 
Literary Society Debate 

WAR UNNECESSARY 



'Negative Asserts England 
Responsible for Present 
World Conditions 



rxrVERGING from the usual type 
of address or addresses at its 
weekly meetings, the St. James 
Literary Society last night offered 
an innovation in the form of a de- 
bate. This debate, which was on 
the resolution: "that the Foreign 
Policy of the British Government is 
Sound and is to be Commended,' 
was won by the affirmative team 
of George H. Fox and Gordon D 
McKay, whose arguments and 
methods of deliverance won them 
the decision over their opponents, 
Harold Lande and Ernest H. Thome, 
Mr. Fox, opening for the affirma- 
tive, outlined, in the main what 
objectives are guiding British 
foreign policy, which he considered 
firstly as the maintenance of pe^ce 
In this direction, the speaker main- 
tained that although Britain has 
suffered humiliation after humilia' 
tion, the sacrifice is deemed 
worthy of the end. Secondly, Mr. 
Fox stated that Britain's objective 
was to lead the League of Nations 
in its endeavor to solve the world's 
problems by rational methods — the 
method which the speaker asserted 
must be the only way in the future 
both for practical and moral et 
fects. Thirdly and fourthly— taken 
together because of their ^ close 
association— the maintenance of 
friendship with France and the dis 
couragement of German expansion 
in Western Europe. Finally, per 
haps the most pressing of all, to 
maintain the status quo in the 
Mediterranean, entailing as it does 
the Ethiopian, Spanish, and the 
Palestinian questions. 

SECURITY MENACED. 

The first speaker for the nega- 
tive, Mr, Lande, expressed his be- 
lief that Britain's policy has men 
aced collective security and, as a 
direct result of this, occurred the 
reoccupation of the Rhineland, the 
Spanish Civil War, Germany's de- 
mand for colonies, the fomenting of 
trouble in Palestine by Italy and 
Germany, the attacks, on neutral 
shi{}ping in the Mediterranean, and 
lastly, Japan's invasion of China 
Britain, the speaker asserted, could 
have made possible the avoidance 
of these events by showing deter' 
mination in the Ethiopian situation 
even by going to war— for which 
she was ' prepared, notwithstanding 
all statements to the contrary— and 
not by the imposition of "half- 
hearted" sanctions. 

Gordon McKay, for the affirma- 
tive, reiterated his colleague's as- 
sertions and emphatically sitated 
that war with Italy over Abyssinia 
would not have solved or prevented

'In Flanders Fields' Author 
Was Co nnected W ith McGill 

Lient'Col. John McCrae Won Many Friends When 
Pathologist Fellow; Stephen Leacock and W, G, 
Turner Pay Tribute to Memory of a Great Man

IITHEN the trumpet of victory 
" brought to a close four terrify- 
ing, uncertain years, the plea of 
those who died was left behind in 
the eternal lines of Lieut.-Col. John 
McCrae, by whose grave war vet- 
erans and diplomats last week 
gathered to pay tribute. Familiar 
to all, "In Flanders Fields" has a 
special significance to McGill, who

lost a great man when the name 
of this same John McCrae was 
added to the list of staff members 
and graduates sacrificed to the gods 
of war. 

Poet, soldier, and gentleman, Dr. 
John McCrae came to McGill in 
1900 as fellow in pathology, and for 
14 years was prominent in univer 
sity life. Active in scientific and 
literary life, he was a constant con- 
tributor to the University Maga' 
zine and the Canadian Medical AS' 
sociation Journal, often helping Sir 
Andrew MacPhall with the editing 
of these two publications. In addi' 
tion he was a member of the Pen 
and Pencil Club, a small but prom- 
inent literary group, which met reg- 
ularly. For his creed ia life John 
McCrae adopted the quotation from 
one of Watt's pictures in the Tate 
Gallery, London: 

"What I spent, I had: 
"What I saved, I lost: 
"What I gave, I have." 
In the University Club is framed 
the original manuscript of "In Flan- 
ders Fields." 

"Of sympathetic understanding 
and a lovable nature, John McCrae 
was intollerant of slackness; one 
could not help but remark his ex- 
traordinary industry and yet his 
conviviality," declared Dr. W. G. 
Turner who lived with him for 
many years and who was his closest 



friend. "He was the life of any 
parly whether of men only or 
mixed, whether the conversation 
was light or deep, for his 'small 
talk' was always lightened by a 
fund of stories. The late Lord Grey, 
when Governor-General of Canada 
said of him 'We travelled together 
more than three thousand miles; he 
had a story for every mile and not 
once did he repeat himself.' His 
stories were always to the point and 
never dull." 

Apart from his social abilities he 
was a good pathologist and physi- 
cian. His scientific articles were 
always written with a turn of well- 
chosen English. He developed à 
flare for etching and was a good 
fisherman, often spending his holi- 
days north of Quebec. In fact, his 
holidays were always a feature. To- 
gether we would save our funds for 
about two years and then go to 
Europe on a freighter. Abroad we 
would visit different countries, 
working much of the time; then we 
would join forces for a few weeks 
to compare notes. 

Dr. Francis, Osier Librarian and 
a close friend of Dr, MacCrae, says 
of his late associate: "John Mac- 
Crae was a witty raconteur and the 
gay spirit of any gathering, with his 
fund of Scotch stories. Essentially 
a religious man, he possessed all the 
sterling Scottish qualities." 

"He was an expert gunner, hav- 
ing • joined his father's battery 
when only 13. In the Souto African 
War he saw service as competent 
officer in the Artillery bUt in 1914 
gave his services as a doctor, being 
officer in charge of medicine at 
the No. 3 General Hospital (McGill) 
C.E.F. At the front he suffered 
much from asthma. When the 
French., constructed, huts tot Ihs^ 
men hé i)erslsted for a long time 
in using his bell tent saying that 
a hut was 'no place for a soldier.' 

The -foUowing letter was writ- 
ten jor the Daily by Dr. Lea- 
cock last night, 
~ JOHN McCRAE. 

"I knew Jack McCrae very 
well, for many years. Indeed, I 
had the honour of being one of 
his most intimate friends dur- 
ing the fourteen years through 
which we were fellow members 
of the . McGill Staff. We had 
both come from Varsity, but 
Jack was junior to me by one 
college generation of four years, 
but as we were both members 
of a common fraternity and 
both shared a common obscur- 
ity, we came together in a 
friendship which was never 
broken. Both of us were mem- 
bers of the Pen and Pencil 
Club, of honoured >jiemory. It 
was there that I had to listen, 
fortnight after fortnight, to Jack 
reading his poetry, but in re- 
turn he had to listen to my 
reading of Sunshine Sketches 
at an unfavourable balance of 
20 to 1. To those of us who 
knew him he seems as much 
, alive today, as close and near 
8 memory, as thirty years ago."

WORLD NEWS FROM A TELEGRAPH KEY 



CANADIAN 

QTTAWA, February 1.— Liberals 
and Conservatives alike receiv- 
ed curtain lectures in the House to- 
day from "Southeast Corner" when 
debate on the Throne Speech was 
resumed, the Social Credit spokes- 
man, John H. Blackmore, charging 
that both the older, parties deceived 
the people at election time, and 
thwarted the purposes of democ- 
racy, while J. S. Woodsworlh 
(C.C.F. chief) demanded that if the 
Federal Government could disallow 
an Alberta statute it should also dis- 
allow laws of the central provinces, 
including the "padlock law" in 
Quebec. 

The Social Credit leader reiter- 
ated his support of the national de- 
fence programme but scored the 
Government for selling large quan- 
tities of essential war, materials to 
Japan; while Mr. Woodsworth in- 
sisted that the unemployment pro- 
blem was still acute, still unsolved. 
The latter declared, too, that the 
B.N.A. Act should not be regarded 
as a "lawyer's contract," and he 
urged that the Federal Government 
was not alive to the changing eco- 
nomic conditions and demands in 
the world. 



MEDITERRANEAN 

I ONDON, February 1. — While 
*"* four British destroyers sped 
through the waters of the Mediter- 
ranean off Cartagena with orders 
to sink on sight the submarine 
which yesterday torpedoed the 
British steamer Endymion, Alfred 
Duff Cooper announced in the 
Commons today that the "anti- 
piracy" patrol will be strengthened 
"at once.** 

Meanwhile, Foreign Secretary 
Eden summoned the ambassadors 
of France and Italy to call at the 
Foreign Office tomorrow to 1 work 
out methods of strengthening their 
.'governments' contribution to the 
joint patrol. 

Italy, which after refusing to at- 
tend the Nyon conference last Sep- 
tember, finally agreed to partici- 
pate in the patrol, is accused by the 
Spanish Government today of the 
responsibility for sinking the Endy- 
mion. The Spanish ambassador 
handed the Foreign Office a note 
asserting that the Italians had 
handed over to the Insurgents two 
submarines and four destroyers. 

The statement issued by the 
Spanish embassy went further and 
asserted the Insurgents possessed 
no submarines. 



JAPAN 

•JpOKYO. February 2.— (Wednes- 
day)— The Government's policy 
of "not enlightening the people but 
demanding their blind confidence" 
was attacked today at a meeting of 
the Diet's budget committee. 

Yayanaji Nakajima declared the 
people were uneasy because they 
did not know the Government's 
policies, had not been told what 
was meant by co-operation between 
China and Japan nor how Japan 
was expected to assist the new re- 
gimes in China. He 'addressed to 
the Government a series of ques- 
tions which occupied the conunit- 
tee throughout the session. 

Foreign Minister Koki Hirota in- 
formed Nakajima that Japan's only 
peace conditions were the four 
points communicated to the German 
Ambassador to China, Dr. Oskar 
Trautmann, and that these would 
form the basis of negotiations with 
the new regimes in China when the 
proper time came. The economic 
agreement that Japan sought, said 
Hirota, would apply to all China 
and deal with the development of 
natural resources, communications 
and trade. ^ • ^

I^ONTREAL— With .Mayor Ray- 
nault charging drtinkenness in 
Council and aldermen staging a' 
double walkout. in 'the most hectic 
session seen at City Hall in many a 
moon, nine heads of city services 
yesterday had their conditions of 
tenure changed to make them sub- 
ject to ouster on a two-thirds ma- 
jority of Council. . 

With a bare quorum of 12 alder- 
men left after the second walk-out 
just after six o'clock yesterday 
evening, councilmcn decided to 
adopt into ■ the Montreal Bill a 
clause providing that two-thirds of 
the 36 members of Council could 
kick out the following:

But Mr. Lloyd George, on reaching this 
milestone, refuses to run to form. He 
could not have been fuller of that reckless, 
fiery quality which is his stock in trade 
on his original wedding day than he showed 
himself in his carefully prepared interview 
of last Monday. 

■ In that interview there is a strange 
feense of repetition, of words and phrases 
welling up^jBgain out of the past. As the 
old politician rolls out his swèlling cliches, 
insisting that Britain is willing to fight 
^anything or anybody, one is vaguely ex- 
acting to hear mention of Huns and 
ochcs, to hear faint exhortations to Keep 
çpfthe Home Fires Burning. The old atmos- 
l^phère is all there. Mr. Lloyd George . has 
led an active political life in the last twenty 
years. Surely he cannot still be living over 
his greatest role of England's Wartime 
Premier. 

It may be courage that leads him to 
icondemn the policies and people of every 
other country he- mentions with the ex- 
ception of France, or it may not. His 
^forthright words make the utterances of 
other statesmen seem weak and vacillating. 
^jBut these others contain themselves be- 
?; cause they know that if they stir up inter-' 
national trouble the consequences will 'not 

r .be of a nature to be orated away with 
lusty words. He seems to have an abiding 
faith in the power of military punishment, 
and through his statements there runs a 
horrible suspicion that he would rèally 
relish a good war. He speaks proudly of 
the number of fighting aircraft which could 
Jhjaye|bW^ in England if the last 

' y-||^|jh'ad continued a littlè longer, while the 
, jjoiintry was "bending its back to the load". 

. While his analysis of the European

jconclusions, his approach seems to be

Commerce Comments 




J^AST Monday night Trudi Schoop and her 

comic ballet again visited Montreal and 
were greeted by a large and enthusiastic 
audience at His Majesty's Theatre. Trudi 
Schoop Is quite individual and her performance 
in the tragic comic scenes of All for Love is 
every moment a i^rkling entertaihinént. 

Her work is an Interesting combination of 
pantomime and interpretive dancing; and she 
has had great success in training her company 
to work together as a unity. It is not entirely 
a performance which glorifies one star, although 
it is undeniably Trudi Schoop who is the source 
of inspiration. &he combines a charming and 
lovable personality with artistic talent. A keen 
observer of human nature, she has a genius 
for showing man's most obvious weaknesses 
with shrewd understanding, redeemed by a 
light frivolous sense of humour. The timing 
in her dancing is very clever. Her reactions 
seem spontaneous. Trudi is not a raving 
beauty. She has a frank expressive face, 
turned up nose, twinkling eyes and a mop of 
fair hair that adapts itself amazingly to the 
character she is portraying. 

The satirical comedy All for Love, which 
is her own conception, shows in a bright care- 
free way the misfortune and unhappinees 
which the one great passion leavçs in its wake. 
One does not feel the pressure of the immediate 
tragedy at any time. 

The ballet was presented in seven scenes. 
The first is at a street intersection. Traffic 
rushes by madly. A man is run over. People 
pause momentarily and then continue on their 
way to make up for lost time. A wandering 
preacher enters. The crowd at first heedless, 
Is soon captured by his words of love. 

The second scene is in a school where the 
children romp about mirthfully until the arrival 
of the school mistréss. The small pupils recite 
their lesson, showing various degrees of 
profleiéncy— the naughty boy, the teacher's pet, 
and Trudi Schoop, who is called Catherine in 
every scene. The school board comes to in- 
spect the school and the sour teacher is trans- 
formed into a candy-coated sweet. One can 
follow the dumb conversation throughout the 
entire scene. Finally Trudi scribbles "Love" 
on the blackboard and the teacher exploding 
In a furious blast, commands the terrified child 
to erase the word. 

There is a scène in a fashionablë ndght 
club. An elegant gentleman accompanies his 
wife to the bar and then, she disappears with 
another man. Her farewell note is brought to 
him. Completely oblivious, he stands in the 
foreground. Her forgotten evening cape is laid 
quietly over his arm; gently the other visitors 
at the bar fade out of 'ihe picturë and sUll 
he remains; but beneath outward impassive 
serenity one easily imagines the wild tuimoll 
of distracted thoughts racing through his mind. 
He wanders over to the bar, drinks first one 
glass, then another, and the bartender munnurs, 
'!That is love for you!" 

The good intentions of love miscarry, even 
at Christinas time, and again in the next scene, 
at a masked ball, this is shown. A tragedy 
which occurs in the law court portrays a more 
serious and moving state of affairs. The judge, 
a dissipated old dignitary, . the prosecutors, 
plaintiffs and witnesses all assume their places 
in the trial chamber. A mother, Trudi, has 
stolen a loaf of bread for her starving children. 
Finally her resolution breaks, she confesses, 
and justice mercilessly claims its prey. The 
corrupt court in this scene, with lawyers 
stalking to and fro, arma clasped behind their 
backs, reveals a surprising resemblance to the 
great success of the JOogb Ballet, The Green 
Table. 

In Ùie latter, it is the politicians who are 
responsible for Untold misery, but tiie technique 
in both is esséntiàlly the same. Pantomime is 
used more freely than is strictly possible in the 
ballet from an artistic point of view. The few 
spoken words inserted into the ballet somehow 
come as rather a shock. 

The ballet closes with a revue All for Lore 
which again produces the dazïling illusion of 
the preceding scenes, and one is left with the 
impression that the great passion which makes 
the earth go around Is somewhat overrated. 

The accompaniment of two pianos played 
by Max FICKEL and Lothar PERL supplied 
what the dancing iteell could not bring beforè 
the eye. ^

Personal Essays

RE DEGREES. 

The second term has begun— for 
many of us the last term. And in 
five months ^ number of us will 
have spent the last of our under- 
graduate days and will be stepping 
out into life -prepared to see it 
steadily and so it whole and equip- 
ped with a trade mark in the form 
of a degree which will certify our 
alleged ability to do so. Actually 
we shall see life Increasingly un- 
steadily as we leave the protected 
atmosphere of college behind us and 
shall never see it whole. 

Our degrees we shall carry 
around in our pockets like dollar 
bills, for a degree is more like a 
dollar bill than anything else in this 
world. In itself, a degree, like a 
dollar bill. Is useless. What it stands 
for, like the gold or silver that 
backs a dollar bill in our amusing 
economic fiction, is also practically 
worthless, for the essential things 
in a university education cannot be 
measured by the examinations that 
bring degrees. In literature exami- 
nations, for example, only the least 
essential phases of knowledge can 
be touched upon. Whether or not 
the spirit of a writer has been felt 
can be known only by the indi 
vidual, and on examination papers 
too many Inglorious Mlltons are 
mute because of this. 

The true value of a degree, like 
that of a dollar bill, lies in what It 
will get— usually a job— because it 
is accepted by those 'who have to 
give and who accept it with a me- 
chanical faith. The degree, there- 
fore. Is a valuable mention, since it 
tends, by its flction-accepted-as- 
txuth, to smooth the operation of 
our economic and academic life. 

These characteristics of the degree 
are more marked in the higher 
forms. Just as the two-dollar and 
five-dollar bills are backed with 
more fictionally valuable but actu- 
ally worthless métal than common 
one-dollar bills, so the degrees of 
M.A. and Ph.D. are pretendedly 
backed by more culture, wisdom 
and understanding, but actually by 
an increased number of not very 
important facts that are the by-pro- 
duct of their acquisition. 

It is very difficult for any level- 
headed person in touch with real 
life, for example, to see any earthly 
purpose to be served by theses on 
"Keats' Five Distinct Methods of 
Waèring Carpet Slippers at 
Arbitrarily Determined Periods of 
His ^Life||Br "Voltaire's Use of the 
Acùte^Âeeëht in his Earlier Writ- 
ings" or "Hedonism in the Poetry 
of Wimiam Wallace McGillicuddie," 
W. W. McG. being an obscure Scot- 
tish journalist whose works were 
deservedly of no importance what- 
ever at any time and are now 
unknown even by his descendants. 
Yet, if they have not already been, 
Ph.D. degrees will probably be 
awarded in the next few years for 
these topics. 

I am not ridiculing this pursuit 
of useless fact. I am merely ex- 
pressing my amazement at the 
solemn seriousness with which is 
taken what is éssséntially an intel- 
lectual pastime whose only value, 
like athletics, is in the pleasure it 
gives the man who participates in 
it. It can be compared with ad- 
vanced stamp collecting, perhaps, 
where the enthusiasts measure per- 
foration holes and watermarks. 

I have received pleasure myself 
from such Intellectual exercise. 
Last year, for example, Anglo- 
Saxon grammar was nearly the 
death of me, but I found it inter- 
esting. The only drawback was 
that I was expected to remember 
it on examinations. This year I 
get more pleasure from the Medie- 
val French phUology and etymology 
than Medieval French literature, 
although the literature got me 
through the recént exam. The 
etymology has the same fascina- 
tion about it that one finds In jig- 
saw juzzles. Yet when I told my 
professor I found it interesting, she 
looked at me as though I were p're- 
varicating politely— for, had I not 
always boasted of being oi a 
practical turn of mind? 

No, my protest against unim- 
portant facts is not against the 
facts themselves, but against pre- 
tending they are important. And 
yét even this protest is not very 
vigorous, for I realize that you must 
have facts for examinations, and 
for examinations, you must have 
them seriously, and you must have 
examinations for degrees. That is 
the strange quality about tmim- 
pbrtant facts. They are a by- 
product of the acquisition of culture, 
even as exhaust steam is a by- 
product of à locomotive— and from 
a distance it is only by the sight 
of the exhaust :,that we can tell if 
a locomotive'' has got up steam or 
not. 

The whole case in favour of 
imimportant facts, then, rests upon 
the yalue tyt s^-degres, And amoe 



a degree often gets you the job, 
which in turn gets you the money 
to enjoy the culture you have sup- 
posedly acquired, a degree is 
valuable. So let us take our facts 
seriously.

Leslie Thompson Ad- 
dressed Gathering 
Yesterday 



«nrHE RelaUon of the Sea 'to 
Civilization" was the topic 
chosen by Mr. Leslie Thompson for 
his address to the members of the 
McGill Sailhig Club, who gathered 
In the Union for their first monthly 
meeting after the Christmas vaca- 
tion. Mr. Thompson is well quali- 
fied to speak on any phase of the 
sea since he has made it his hobby 
for many years. He has been Sea 
Scout Commissioner for Montreal 
for so long that he has become a 
veritable institution with those 
young followers of the sea. 

Mr. Thompson left no doubt in 
the minds of his listeners that tliere 
is a definite relation between the 
sea %nd present and past civiliza- 
tions by using various lines of argu- 
ment. He pointed out that one of 
the possibilities of evolution (life 
arising, from,, the, sea) is borne out 
to a remaficabie extent by the fact 
that the saline content of our blood 
is so-called "normal saline." He 
also explained that he found evi- 
dence for the belief that great civ- 
ilizations can only he built up 
through contact with the sea from a 
perusal of history. "The civiliza- 
tions of Phoenicia, Greece, and to a 
certain extent at least Rome, were 
sea civilizations; Egypt and China 
were river civilizations." Mi. 
Thompson left the conclusion of this 
argument to the audience when he 
.suggested they compare the relative 
importance of each nation. 
LANGUAGE AND THE SEA. 

Mr. Thompson dwelt on the con- 
tribution of the sea to our language, 
He suggested that the frequent use 
(often unconscious) of nautical 
terms in our everyday language Is 
proof that ours is a sea civilization 
and therefore, he went on, an in- 
terest in the sea is an interest in 
the roots of our life. He quoted 
many examples of nautical terms 
in common use to prove his point, 
explaining their derivation and the 
methods by whidi they were intro- 
duced into our language. 

The commodore of the Club, John 
Schwab, announced that any mem- 
bers who wished to use the iceboat 
could make arrangements with him 
at any time. He also announced 
that the next regular meeting of 
the Club would be held on the 
first of next month. '

Win or lose 
McGill are out of the playoffs for 
this year but the result of this 
game will have a bearing upon the 
standing of the other clubs. In the 
second game Concordia will meet 
the Verdun Leafs in another game 
which will have far reaching results 
upon the final standing of the clubs. 

The early showing that McGill 
made in the league this year was 
not so good and' the boys were 
somewhat disappointed by the time 
the holidays rolled around after 
losing seven straight games. How- 
ever their showing after their re- 
turn from down in the states 
where they regained their con 
fidence proved! that they had a 
good team this year but only needed 
a few wins to give them confidence. 
Ever since the beginning of the 
year the important thing for the 
team to accomplish this year was 
to retain their possession of the 
Alexis Thompson Trophy emblema 
tic of the International Intercol- 
legiate League championship. 

The Red team had met with very 
little real opposition so far this year 
until they met the Yale Bull Dogs 
at the Forum Monday night when 
they were only able to earn a vic- 
tory by a score of '8-3. Practically 
evèryone had expected the team to 
run up a large score and to have 
fewer goals scored against them. 
It was only a natural assumption to 
make as the Yale men had not won 
a game in five league games. It 
seemed that the McGill players had 
the same idea and it was apparent 
that they missed several chances to 
score, being only thwarted by the 
great goaiing of the Yale net' 
minder. It is a common falling of 
every team in every branch of sport 
when they think that they are go 
ing to have an easy time of it they 
play a different type of game than 
they would if they were~out against 
a team that they thought might beat 
them unless they played to the best 
of their ability. All the players get 
the idea that they should get a 
chance to score and go out to 
achieve that result. In such a man- 
ner they play a "game which is far 
below that which they are capable 
of and the ultimate result is a con- 
test that leaves the spectators with 
doubt in their mind as to how good 
the team really is.. 

KEEP GOOD FEELING. 

Monday night's game brought out 
another point which is a very im- 
portant one to be considered if the 
International Intercollegiate League 
is, to. remain one of perfect under- 
standing and good feeling amongst 
the competing teams; especially 
those teams which come from be- 
low the border. All the games to 
date in the league have been clean 
fought affairs no matter what the 
ftaal result was; and this is the way 
it should be if the league is to con- 
tinue to function in harmony. This 
state of affairs can only continue if 
two definite policies are followed: 
one by the players and the other 
by the official^ who aré In control 
of each game. Monday's game gave 
the appearance that the referees 
were giving the Yale boys a break 
as they were not considered to be 
very strong. Such things as hold- 
ing, hooking and slashing were 
nearly entirely disregarded by the 
referees. Several of the McGill 
players suffered at the hands of the 
hefty Yale defencemen and their 
tactics. Such methods of refereeing 
will only result In hard feeUng for 
both sidès and will do very little 
to improve the league. The rules 
are down in black and white and it 
is the officials* task to interpret 
them impartially, no hard feelings 
will exist whèn a game is refereed 
strictly. Tempers were only kept 
imder control with groat effort. In 
future all games should be refer- 
eed under the strict interpretation 
of the rules no matter how wkak 
the team may be that Is playing in 
the contest. 

This Saturday afternoon the 
Queen's hockey team wUl be here 
to play the Redmen in their first 
meeting of the season in the league.

past or present crises, for as he 
gfit^ted, "War creates more prob- 
leins than it solves." He further 
asserted that no nation, in all im- 
pimity, can set itself up as a judge 
of the actions of other nations, as 
the negative would have Britain 
do in the case of Italy, That 
Fascism will spend its force and 
( /its virility as the other ex- 
: ideologies attempthig prose- 
lytise either countries, was the be- 
lief of Mr. McKay. 

PARTIALITY IN SPAIN, 
Concluding the negative's argu- 
ments, Mr. Thome stated that Brit- 
ain has been attempting to solve 



exisUng crises with more confer- 
ences, when the machinery for ac- 
tion has already been assembled at 
previous sessions. .He maintained 
that Britain, in the case of Spain, 
had unwittingly adopted a policy of 
gross partiality towards the Rebels, 
by adopting a policy of strict neu- 
trality and the imposition of an 
arms embargo on both sides, thus 
making it impossible 'for the Loyal- 
ists to get ammunition for their 
British manufactured rifles bought 
previous to the war. 

In the rebuttal, Mr. Fox asserted 
that, in trying to maintain peace, 
Britain's policy may seem weak, 
but this weakness is the "strength 
of the future."

EFFECTS SHOIN OF 
INDUSTRIALIZATION 



"The Industrialization of Quebec; 
Its Economic and Social Conse- 
quences," will be discussed to- 
morrow night by Neil Morrison and 
Simon Goldberg at a meeting of the 
Political Economy Club la the 
Union Grill Room. Goldberg will 
treat the subject from the economic 
point of view, while Morrison will 
show what effects industrialization 
has had on social conditions in . the 
province. -; 

Quebec, xmtil the end of the nine- 
teenth, centmy, was largely agricul- 
tural with 80 per cent of the popu- 
lation concentrated in the rural dis- 
tricts. The inflow of capital at this 
time caused a rapid industrialization 



of the country and a rapid growth 
of industrial districts. At present, 
60 per cent of the population is 
centred in urban communities of 
the province; 

This province has always proved 
itself attractive to investors. 
Endowed with huge natural re- 
sources and an abundance of un- 
harnessed water power, Quebec 
also had a large amount of cheap 
labour necessary for industrial de- 
velopment. 

These workers, fresh from the 
land, could only be used as un- 
skilled labour. This made neces- 
sary the importation of skilled 
craftsmen from England and 
America and the presence of this 
upper strata of workers has a de- 
finite effect on social conditions 
today. . " ^ 

The speakers will also show the 
causes of nationalism in the prov- 
ince and explain the Catholic 
Syndicates and recent labour legis- 
lation. 



IMPORT OF BIRTH 
CONTROL IS SHOWN 



A condemnation of present 
methods in health education was 
issued yesterday by the Rev. C. E. 
Silcox at an address in the Biologi- 
cal building. "We have skilfully 
avoided teaching young people 
those things they should know," 
declared the speaker. 

Rev. Silcox, a graduate of Tor- 
onto and Brown Universities is at 
present Vice-president of the Toron- 
to League for Race Betterment. In- 
cidentally, he is the composer of 
the Toronto Varsity song, "Royal 
White and Blue." 

There are many problems which 
arise out of a consideration of 
birth control, said the speaker, 
adding that it is on the solution 
of these problems that the . con- 
tinuity of the race depends. 
"Science has put new powers into 
the hands of man but he must 
formulate new values if he is to 
use them with profit." Birth con- 
trol is a profound moral and 
sociological problem and it in- 
volves religious and aesthetic be- 
liefs. 

The arguments offered by op- 
ponents of birth control are few 
and not difficult to refute, said Mr. 
Silcox, but people are hard to con- 
vince. He remarked that while a 
large number of doctors are 
against the plan their arguments 
deal mainly with the moral aspects 
concerning which they are mani- 
festly unable to Judge, isingle 
women have in many occupations 
ousted men, with a lower birth rale 
as the result and also increased 
production; thus we defeat our own 
ends. Mr. Silcox declared that op- 
ponents should concern themselves 
more with this than with fighting 
birth control. 

In summarizing the . moral and 
aesthetic aspects Mr. Silcox advo- 
cated several moral principles 
which he declared were obviously 
true. The right of the child to be 
wanted, is only just he said. Also, 
the ability to space children, is far 
better than leaving it to nature and 
the taxpayer. Women are primarily 
the custodians of the moral values 
of the race, so they should be able 
to decide when to have children, he 
declared. 



SILCOX ADDRESSES 
NOON HOUR GRODP 

Rev. C. E. Silcox Will Discuss 
Anti-Semitism, Ancient and 
Modern 



'2 'Hi! last of ' the noon-hour lec' 
tures to be given this session 
will take place on Thursday in 
Strathcona Hall, when the Rev. C. 
E, Silcox discusses "Anti-Semitism: 
Ancient and Modem." The lecture, 
sponsoredv : both the Student 
Christian Movéméht and the Macca- 
bean Circle, will begin at 1:30 and 
end at 1:55 in time for two o'clock 
lectures. • 

Anti-Semitism, a problem which 
has recurred time and time again 
throughout history and which is 
now being emphasized in Rumania, 
Germany, and even rearing its head 
in Ihe Province of Quebec, will be 
discussed by a man who is not in 
the least unacquainted with its 
many aspects. Mr. Silcox, vice- 
president of the Toronto League for 
Race Betterment, and general secre- 
tary of the Social Service Council 
of Canada, is the author (in collab- 
oration with G. M. Fisher) of 
"Catholics, Jews, and Protestants," 
in' which the causes and manifesta- 
tions of anti-Semitism in Canada 
and the U,S.A. are analyzed. 

Mr. Silcox is spending a few days 
in Montreal, during which time he 
is giving lectures at McGill and 
elsewhere. He spoke on "Birth 
Control" here yesterday afternoon, 
and is scheduled to give an address 
at the Fellowship for Christian Sor 
cial Order on Thursday evening. 

The noon-hour lecture will be 
presided ovçr by- Cherra Skillings.

Robert M. Hutchins, ' the young 
president of the University of Chi-* 
cage, claims that because ouc 
schools are stimulating the primary;
